BRUSSELS, Feb. 15 
(AP) — Forty-nine Ameri- 
cans, including the United 
States figure skating team, 
were killed today in the 
flaming crash of a Sabena 
Airlines jet plane. 


All 72 persons aboard 
the American-built Boeing 
707 and a Belgian farmer 
on the ground at the scene 
of the crash lost their lives. 
The plane carried 61 pas- 
sengers and ll crewmen. 

Mrs. Maribel Vinson Owen of 
Winchester, Mass., nine times 
the United States figure skating 
champion, was killed along with 
two daughters who were mem- 
bers of the United States team. 
The girls were Laurence Owen, 
16 years old, and Maribel Owen, 
20. 

Walter S. Powell of St. Louis, 
a retired director of Brown 


Shoe Co., was among the pas-. 


sengers listed by the airline. 


The cause of the crash—the 
first major commercial air 
tragedy of 196l1—was undeter- 
mined, The Belgian government 
began an immediate investiga- 
tion.

(3:05 a.m. St. Louis time) as the 
big plane, its engines sounding 


odd, sought a landing in bright |

The plane fell in a small pend. 
Fire engines, previously alerted

havior, rushed to the scene, but 
arrived only in time to check 
the spread of fire.

Earlier, a silent Lumumba ‘“‘fu- 
neral procession” was held by 
demonstrators who marched past 
British and 


followed a halt of traffic through- 
out Cairo for 10 minutes in 
mourning for Lumumba. 


The subsequent attack on the 
Belgian embassy came in two 
waves. The first group stoned 
embassy windows, ripped away 
shutters and tore down. the Bel- 
gian coat of arms over the em- 
bassy gate. Demonstrators 
placed a picture of Lumumba 
in its place. 

Then Belgian officials lowered 
the flag over the three-story em- 
bassy in response to the dem 
onstrators’ demands. 


Less than an hour later, the 
second wave of attackers 
stormed the embassy, ransacked 
offices and smashed furniture. 
Then they set it afire. 

U.N. Flags Lowered. 


The mobs also forced the low- 
ering of United Nations flags 
from nearby offices of the U.N. 
Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion, the U.N. Education, Scien- 
tific and Cultural Organization 
and the U.N. information center. 


Government workers, after 
staging a token strike, joined 
high school and college students 
in the ‘‘funeral procession’’ be- 
fore the three Western embas- 
sies. No violence was reported 
in this protest parade.

Informed officials they 
understood the President intends 
to make such an announcement 
at his press conference scheduled 
for 6 p.m. (St. Louis time). The

More Noise Than Usual.

Francois de Kleermaeker, a 
coal merchant, said it dropped 
*‘just like in wartime when planes 
fell after being hit.’’ 

Viscountess Pierre de Biolley 
was on her doorstep. 

“The plane was making an 
unusual noise,”’ she said. “It 
was flying extremely low. I saw 
it balancing in the sky, then, as 
it flew over a small nearby 
wood, it seemed to recover power 
and pointed upwards and then 
it suddenly fell. It looked as if 
the pilot had made a desperate 
effort not to hit the houses.” 

An airport officer said clothes 
were burned off passengers in 
the forward cabin. 


“It all took place at a terrify- | 


ing speed,” he said. “We saw 
the crash coming; it looked as 


if the plane’s controls had been | 


lost completely.

Aluminum Melts. 

A state policeman said he saw 
pieces of aluminum melting like 
butter. : 

The control tower commander 
said the plane had been in touch 
with the tower but shortly be- 
fore the crash ‘‘we lost contact.”

times normally as a Caravelle | 
jet was just taking off,” he said. | 


‘*‘All seemed all right, then sud- 
denly we realized something was 
going wrong. There were no 
more contacts. 

“The plane appeared out of 
control. It fell like a bomb.” 

Boeing, the plane’s builders, 
said this was the first 707 crash 
involving passenger fatalities 
among 12,120,000 passengers car- 
ried since the big jets began 
regular commercial. flights in 
1958. Ten persons have been 
killed in two training flights 
since 1958, however.

Baker said such grouping was 
duplicating errors that school 
men made and abandoned in the 
1920s arid 1930s. He said early 
adolescence, the period for which 
junior high schools were de- 
signed, should be a period for 
exploration and discovery. 

“Average pupils, slow learn- 
ers, and the ‘late bloomers’ need 
the stimulus that comes from 
classroom contact with bright, 
intellectually venturesome class- 
mates,” he said. He favored 
grouping on a basis of achieve- 
ment when children were older. 

Baker said there was danger 
of damaging the dignity and 
worth of individuals when chil- 
dren at age 11 or 12 were rated 
average, below average or 
bright. 

“We can grade eggs without 
affecting their quality, but chil- 
dren are dynamic, perceptive 
and responsive,”’ he said. ‘‘They 
respond to our estimate of 
them.’”’

“There is nothing fundamental 
ly wrong with our political insti- 
tutions. But they badly need 
renovating and updating.” 

Clark, a former mayor of 
Philadelphia, dealt in turn with 
government’s failure to meet 
pressing problems in cities and 
counties, at the state level, and 
in national and international af- 
fairs. 

He said that ‘‘the incredibly 
inefficient commission form of 
local government lingers on in 
many a city and almost all

reader can spot the initials: 
J. F. Ky. They mean that for 
the first time a President of the 
United States is listed as one 
of the Encyclopaedia’s contribu- 
tors.

JAVITS CALLS FOR 
SENATE OK ON 
‘20-NATION EC 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (AP) 
— Senator Jacob K. Javits | 
(Rep.), New York. said today 
the Organization for Economic 
Co-operation and Development is 
essential in the competitive strug- 
gle with the Communist bloc. 

He asked the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee to. give 
highest priority to Senate rati- 
fication of a pending convention 
setting up the 20-nation organiza- 
tidn. The plan is designed to 
promote accelerated economic 
dévelopment of the member na- 
tiens and to stimulate the build- 
up of underdeveloped countries 

“One great advantage of Unit- 
ed States membership in the 
OECD,” Javits said, ‘is that 
this organization is designed to 
increase the amount of economic 
aid contributed by other free 
industrial nations to the develop- 
img areas of the free world. 
Titus, there can be a more equi- 
table distribution of the heavy 
afid expanding air burden of 
Which the United States has 
been carrying so much.”’ 

The Senator said Germany 
“can be expected to increase its 
direct governmental contribution, 
to. double its present aid effort, 
now less than $500,000,000 an- 
nually, and to follow up its 
stated intention of eliminating 
the practice of tying aid to the 
purchase of German goods.” 

He said Italy also is expected 
to*increase its foreign economic 
aid program, with Sweden and 
SWitzerland contributing more 
to. the development effort. 

“The OECD also offers the 
United States a new opportunity 
to press for an end to the re- 
maining instances of discrimi- 
nation against our exports to 
Europe, especialiy our agricul- 
tufal products,”’ Javits said.

NORTH AND SOUTH CAMEROON 
VOTE TO GO DIFFERENT WAYS 


LAGOS, Nigeria, Feb. 15 (AP) 
~The British-administered Unit- 
ed. Nations territories of North 
and South Cameroon have split 
in twin plebiscites. The northern 
aréa voted to rejoin Nigeria 
and tne south decided to unite 
with the French-speaking Re- 
public of Cameroon. 

With more than half the votes 
tallied in the south, 138,000 had | 
voted to join the Cameroon Re- 
public while only 48,000 favored 
unification with Nigeria. About 
90 per cent of the vote has been 
counted in the north. The vote 
was 134,477 for rejoining Nigeria 
and 92,429 for the Cameroon 
Republic. 

Until Nigerian independence 
last fall, the North and South 
Cameroon trusteeships were ad- 
ministered for Britain by 
Nigeria. After the U.N. makes 
arrangements for the transfer, it 
is expected the South Cameroon 
will become a_ self-governing 
unit in the Cameroon Republic. 
North Cameroon presumably 
will achieve a similar status 
within Nigeria.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15—The 
Department of the Interior or- 
dered yesterday an immediate 
18-month moratorium on appli- 
cations to purchase public 
lands. 

The decision is designed to stop 
one of the great American 
swindles, said Secretary of the 
Interior Stewart Udall, in the 
proposed sale of useless land to 
unsuspecting public, by what 
Udall called ‘‘unethical land lo- 
eators and promoters.”’ 

It also gives the department 
time to draft new legislation 
for the public lands. These 
would be designed to permit the 
Government to use and sell the 


land in the public interest—for | 


state and local park projects, 
for urban development areas 
and other needs, such as air- 
ports, sanitary land fills, or tele- 
vision transmitter sites. 

At his press conference yes- 
terday, Udall expanded on 
earlier statements on his public 
power policy. 

Views on Public Power. 

“The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion regarded public power as 
something of a necessary evil. 
We regard it as a necessary 
good . . . We’re not—as they 
did—going to go out searching 
for ways to let private industry 
have access to hydroelectric 
sites and falling water at dams 
built with federal funds,” Udall 
said. 

The major news at the press 
conference was on the land 
moratorium. This affects 477,- 
000,000 acres of non-mineral 
lands in the West and Alaska. 
Nearly 300,000,000 acres of this 
land are in Alaska. 

The moratorium does not af- 
fect applications now pending. It 
will allow the department to 
process the 60,000 applications 
now pending, and draft new 
legislation, built around the pub- 
lic interest conservation test. 

The legislation is considered 
vital to the Udall objective of 
revising the entire land pro- 
gram. 

“We've got to change these 
outmoded laws. We're clogged 
down with applications — the 
wheels in the bureau have prac- 
tically stopped turning,” Udall 
said. 

He said abuses of these old 
laws have permitted the land 
swindlers to operate ‘“‘at a cost 
of millions of dollars to the gen- 
eral: public.”’ 

The lands in question are 
those known in the Interior De- 
partment as “‘unreserved public 
domain.”’ 

They are the remnants of the 
original public domain lands 
gettled in the West by home- 
steading and land grabbing. 

“Some of that land is so bad,” 
said one member of the Bureau 
of Land Management, ‘“‘that you 
could put one steer on 100,000 
acres and he’d still die of star- 
vation.” 

The lands are still governed 
by these old laws, such as the |

Stevenson Recognizes Peril in Pos- 
sible Fall of Secretary General — 
Official Wins Sympathy, but It Is No 
Substitute for Support.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Feb. 15. 


SOMETHING OF THE DIMENSION of the current crisis in 
the United Nations was indicated yesterday by the chief United 
States delegate, Adlai E. Stevenson, in a simple statement: ‘“‘It is 
the United Nations itself which is endangered by these recent 


events.”’ 


He had in mind not only the Russian demand for the dismissal 
of Dag Hammarskjold as U.N. Secretary General, but the whole 
chain of events leading up to that demand. There was the Congo 


problem, being debated in the Security Council. 


There was, par- 


ticularly, the violent death of Patrice Lumumba, former Congolese 


Prime Minister. 

Whether Hammarskjold could 
survive this latest, and most 
pointed Russian attack was the 
chief topic of diplomatic con- 
versation today. Stevenson pub- 
licly reaffirmed American sup- 
port of the United Nations and 
of the Secretary General. 


He did not say the U.N. and 
the Secretary General were the 
same, although for a number of 
years Hammarskjold has been 
regarded in some quarters as 
nearly synonymous with the or- 
ganization of which he is admin- 
istrative head. How long such 
an assumption would resist the 
erosion of events remained to 
be seen. 


‘The General Assembly knows 
me well enough,” Hammarskjold 
told the Assembly last Septem- 
ber, “‘to realize that I would 
not wish to serve one day be- 
yond the point at which such 
continued service would be, and 
would be considered by me, in 
the best interests of this or- 
ganization.” 


A FEW DAYS LATER, the 
emergency special session of the 
General Assembly passed a reso- 
lution, introduced by the Asian 
and African group of nations, 
which in effect indorsed Ham- 
marskjold’s administration of 
the U.N. effort in The Congo. 
Seventy nations voted in favor 
of the resolution, including all 
of the Asians and Africans. Only 
the Soviet bloc and the Union 
of South Africa and France ab- 
stained. 

That vote, more than anything 
else, enabled Hammarskjold to 
survive violent attacks by Soviet 


Premier Khrushchev in the As- | 


sembly last fall. It was no secret 
that Hammarskjold considered 
he could go on, despite Russian 
opposition, so long as the large 
and influencial Asian-A frican 
group supported him. 

One question being asked to- 
day was what would be the out- 


come if the General Assembly | 


of 99 nations should once more 
be asked to pass judgment on 
Hammarskjold’s administration 
of the U.N. effort in The Congo. 
No one thought the same over- 
whelming proportion of the As- 
sembly would support him. 


The test could come even) 
sooner than the scheduled re-| 


sumption of the Assembly March 
7. An emergency special session 


in advance of that date is not 


out .of the question. 


THE NOTE sent to Hammar- 
skjold by Guinea, almost parallel 
to the Soviet attack, and the 
recognition of Congo gov- 
ernment in Sfanleyville, headed 
by Antoine Gjzenga, by the 
United Arab Republic were dis- 
turbing signs as seen by friends 
of Hammarskjold. 

Among African and Asian del- 
egates here, opinions were di- 
vided. It was notable that many, 
who a year ago would have got 
up in the Assembly to fight for 
Hammarskjold without hesita- 
tion were saying now that the 
necessary thing was to preserve 
the United Nations, even if it 
meant finding a new Secretary 
General. 

This does not mean that the 
Asians and Africans are merely 
listening to the Russian attacks 
on Hammarskjold. Rather, it 
means perhaps that they are 
listening to the Russians because 
the Russians are making ex- 
plicit, and exaggerating, their 
own misgivings about the U.N. 
action in The Congo. 

As one African diplomat put 
it, “The murder of Lumumba 
was the corona.ion of the United 
Nations action in The Congo.” 


WHAT WENT WRONG in The 
Congo, following the indepen- 
dence of that former Belgian 
colony last June 30 is a long 
and involved story. 

In retrospect, it tends to be- 
come simplified into. a terrible 
series of events: The Congolese 
Prime Minister, Lumumba, 
asked for U.N. help to remove 
the Belgians. Not too long after- 
ward, Lumumba found himself 
out of office, then in prison |< 
and finally suffering a violent 
death. All of this, as the Soviet 
delegate, Valerian Zorin told the 
Security Council, happened “‘un- 
der the blue flag of the United 
Nations.” 

There is a widespread feeling 
among some Asian and African 
delegates that Hammarskjold is 
being made a scapegoat by the 


No doubt every Asian and 
African diplomat here would 
name the Belgians as the chief 
villain, aided at a critical point 
by the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion in the United States. Such 
aid took the form, first, of back- 
ing the Belgians against Ham- 
marskjold’s staff when the Bel- 
gians were subjected to severe 
criticism for failing to let go of 
their new hold on The Congo. 
It also took the form of insisting 
that Joseph Kasavubu be seated 
in the U.N. as the legitimate 
government head in The Congo. 

It was Kasavubu who turned 
Lumumba over to Katanga 
province, under firm if indirect 
Belgian control, where he was 
killed. 


Worst of all from the Asian 
and African viewpoint the Bel- 
gians are still in The Congo, ex- 
ercising apparently more and 
more control. 

It is easy to say now that 
Hammarskjold, with up to 20,- 
000 U.N. troops under his com- 
mand, should have been able to 
fulfill the original purposes of 
the U.N. action—to get the Bel- 
gians out and to restore The 
Congo to political and economic 
viability. This ignores both the 
internal complexities of The 
Congo and the external forces, 
Russian, Belgian and others, 
with which the Secretary Gener- 
al had to contend. 


CERTAINLY STEVENSON

Five of every seven of these 
people in the incorporated areas 
are paying on a total assessed val- 
uation of $1,119,870,019 while the 
remaining two in the unincorpo- 
rated areas are paying on an as- 
sessed valuation of $346,629,241, In 
other words, taxpayers in the in- 
corporated areas are paying /6.4 
per cent and those in the unincorpo- 
rated areas 23.6 per cent. 


The writer of your editorial must 
not have been around when the 
newspapers sold this false economi- 
cal police department of unincor- 
porated St. Louis county to the 
voters of St. Louis county. If he

What does the Missouri Public Service 
Commission propose to do to eliminate exces- 
sive valuations that may have crept into util- 
itv rate bases in this state as the result of 
illegal overcharges for electrical equipment? 
The question is pertinent in the light of the 
Government's successful prosecution of major 
manufacturers of heavy electrical equipment 
on charges of bid-rigging. If that action is to

determined action by state regulatory com- 


missions, among others 


It has new become the duty of the state 
regulatory commissions to pick up the task 
where the Government’s action has of neces- 
sity left off, and prod private utilities under 
their jurisdiction to seek recovery of any 
overcharges they have paid in the five-year 
period covered by the Governments suit. 
The Wall Street Journal quotes an official of 
an electrical equipment company as Saying 
that “more and more utilities are being 
prodded to act by investment! bankers, share- 
holders and rate commissions.’ But among 
these rate bodies, apparently, the Missouri 
Public. Service. Comnmission is not yel num- 
bered 

Tyre W. Burton, chairman of the Missour 
commission, says he does not know whether 
the commission will move fn this matter. 
There is, he declares, no precedent for it to 
do so. He says the commission has no in- 


formation that ahy Missouri utility has made 
any purchases from the equipment companies 
that pleaded guilty to bid-rigging, but that “if 
and when such information should become 
available the commission will look into the 
matter.” This is very far from what the 
people of Missouri have a right to expect 
from their commission, 

The Public Service Commission is the 
agency on which Missourians depend to pro- 
tect them against false or excessive valua- 
tions in the rate bases on which they pay 
their utility bills. Whenever the commission 
lacks. the information necessary to carrying 
out that responsibility, its obligation is to go 
after it. 

Commissions in two other states have 
displayed the will to act on their own in 
cases not involving equipment overcharges. 
In Pennsylvania and in Florida the state 
commissions launched rate investigations re- 
sulting in electric rate reductions of nearly 
$3,000,000 a year for the former, and $6,250.- 
000 a year for the latter. This is not to say 
that the same could be done in Missouri, nor 
is it yet apparent what would be the results 
to consumers from recovery by utilities of 
overcharges covered by the anti-trust action. 
But the very fact that the answers are not 
known makes it incumbent on the agency 
responsible for knowing them—the Missouri 
Public Service Commission—to learn them 
and to act on them. 


Speaking to Latin America 

The new Deputy Assistant Secretary of 
State for Inter-American Affairs, Dr. Arturo 
Morales Carrion, is not so much a Latin Amer- 
ican as an American and a Latin. His appoint- 
ment by President Kennedy should encourage 
closer ties with our New World neighbors. 
For eight years Mr. Morales has served as 
Puerto Rico’s Under-Secretary of State. In 
that post he directed the Commonwealth's 
own technical co-operation administration, 
which served to instruct some 13,000 visitors 
on the methods of Puerto Rico’s famed ‘‘Op- 
eration Bootstrap”; rural self-help housing, 
public health techniques and community edu- 
cation, power and water projects. What the 
little Commonwealth can do, the United States 
can do, and it is up to Dr. Morales to prove it 
on a grander scale. 


The Duty and Glory of Cities 

The Board of Aldermen last Friday adopted 
without dissent an ordinance which forbids 
lessees of city property to discriminate 
against anybody because of race, color or 
creed. Since city-operated properties such 
as the Kiel Auditorium already are under such 
a regulation, this does not affect very many 
people at the moment. But as the city’s re- 
habilitation progresses, it may acquire con- 
siderable importance. Furthermore it points 
‘a moral for real estate operators and private 
property owners. 

senator Paul Douglas was helpful when he 
reminded St. Louisans of the ‘“‘tremendous 
job of cultural assimilation” which cities have 
done in the past, and warned against shrink- 
ing from the job still to be done. He pointed 
out that the 39.9 per cent increase in the 
city's non-white population was accompanied 
by a 24 per cent decrease in its white popula- 
To some extent, this does suggest an 
abandonment of the central city to the new- 
comers by those who ought to remain as their 
guides and teachers. 


The Senator urged ‘a spiritual acceptance 
of brotherhood by the well-to-do and estab- 
lished.”. He said that ‘schools, settlements, 
churches and unions should conduct friendly 
discussions and classes for the newcomers on 
how to get adjusted to city life,” that those 
concerned should turn to improvement of the 
cities instead of expediting flight to the sub- 
urbs. Whatever may be done by government 
and by business, the task is primarily for 
individuals. 


Alive and Necessary 

Whatever the merits of the dispute over 
the county’s legislative program between 
Council Chairman Grantham and Representa- 
tive Aschemeyer, the dispute itself will not 
kill the program. It will die only if the coun- 
ty’s legislative delegation permits it to die. 
State Senator John J. Johnson, county Demo- 
eratic chairman, says in fact that prospects 
for its adoption are good. 


The trouble with the program is that it is 
being knifed from within the county’s own 
legislative delegation, The polite tax pro- 
posal, for instance, on which Mr. Grantham, 
Mr. Aschemeyer and the whole Council now 
agree, has been killed in the House in defer- 
ence to the north county police group and 
certain north county politicians who have no 
interest in creating a strong County Police 
-Department. Representatives Young, Hickey 
and Cantrell speak for the opponents. 

Similarly, the proposal to permit the eounty 
government to handle area-wide services and 
to protect its-unincorporated areas from the 
land speculators also has run into opposition 
within the county. The County Municipal 
League evidently regards it as something of 
a threat to the powers and prerogatives of 


- 


the county's 98 municipalities. Senator John- 
son says he believes satisfactory compromises 
on the legislation can be reached. It might 
help if Supervisor McNary would provide 
some: leadership toward that end, particularly 
among Democrats from his own north county 
territory. 


The Obscenity, Dilemma 

St. Louis should write a new and better 
anti-obscenity law, now that the Missouri 
Supreme Court has struck down a section of 
the present ordinance. The court's action was 
no great surprise. Indiana’s obscenity statute 
fell before that state’s high court two weeks 
ago, and similar laws have been found uncon- 
stitutional on the basis of the 1959 decision of 
the United States Supreme Court Smith case. 

Justice Brennan held then that a Los An- 
seles bookseller should not be convicted if 
unaware of the contents of the book alleged 
to be obscene. The St. Louis ordinance does 
not require prior knowledge of obscenity in 
such cases. The Missouri Supreme Court fol- 
lowed Justice Brennan’s reasoning in stating 
that such a law “tends to impose a severe 
limitation on the public’s access to constitu- 
tionally protected matter.” 

\ law of this nature poses a dilemma. If 
the presence of a book or magazine in a store 
opens the dealer to prosecution, he is encour- 
aged to censor what he sells the public. Yet 
if the state must prove that a dealer knows 
the contents of one book out of many on his 
shelves, prosecution becomes difficult. 

New York has, we think, found a sensible 
solution. Under New York law, injunction 
proceedings may be brought against persons 
suspected of selling, distributing or publish- 
ing obscene material. A court then decides 
whether the material is obscene. Only at that 
point can the injunction be made permanent, 
or anyone be prosecuted for violating it. 

The New York law avoids the issue of prior 
knowledge and some other pitfalls of censor- 
ship. Too often the obscenity laws depend 
on vague definitions of obscenity. They thus 
infringe upon free speech and press, and 
prove unconstitutional and unenforceable. 

New York’s injunctive law makes the sus- 
pect material the first defendant, rather than 
the dealer, It requires a swift judicial deci- 
sion on obscenity. Prosecution does not de- 
pend first on a decision by the police, and 
the dealer. cannot be prosecuted merely for 
guessing wrong about the contents of a pub- 
lication. If prosecution does finally develop, 
the publisher or distributor may be held as 
guilty as the dealers. 

St. Louis can afford to retain some ad- 
vanced features of its ordinance adopted only 
six years ago. The law establishes a Board 
of Review for Juvenile Readers whose pur- 
pose is more to promote good reading than 
to censor the bad. But in rewriting the main 
enforcement section of its ordinance, St. Louis 
would do well to consider New York’s ex- 
ample of how to combat obscenity with the 
least risk to constitutional rights. 


Fine Appointment for TVA 
President Kennedy has made an excellent 
choice in appointing Aubrey J. Wagner, gen- 
eral manager of the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity, as a member of the agency’s three-man 
board of directors. Mr. Wagner has been a 
member of the TVA staff since 1934 and 
enjoys the highest regard of his colleagues. 
He is intelligent, imaginative and courageous. 
He has turned down many lucrative offers 
from private industry to remain with the TVA. 
Whether as a general rule it is wise policy 
to appoint TVA directors from among staff 


members is subject to debate. The best rule 


to follow is for the President to. select the 
most competent man he ean find, without 
regard fo whether he is on the staff.or not. 
Once before a staff member—Gordon Clapp— 
was appointed to the board, and was as suc- 
cessful as Mr. Wagner is expected to be. 

Mr. Wagner replaces Brooks Hays, former 
Arkansas Congressman who has beén named 
assistant secretary of state for congressional 
relations, and will serve for about eight years. 
Mr. Kennedy will have the opportunity of 
naming another board member in 1963, when 
the term of Chairman Herbert D. Vogel ex- 
pires. Mr. Kennedy could shift the chairman- 
ship from Gen. Vogel before that date, but 
it is not thought likely that he will. 

The Wagner appointment indicates Mr. 
Kennedy believes firmly in’ the ideals that 
have held the TVA organization together 
through many a legislative battle. Morale of 
the agency was at a low ebb during the’ early 
Eisenhower years; in June of 1953 Mr. Eigen- 
hower called TVA an example of “creeping 
socialism.” Now morale is high, as»sit should 
be in an agency that is a model for the world. 


A Small Gain for Europe 


Merging the sovereignties of six nations is | 


anything but easy, especially when so proud 
a nationalist as Gen. De Gaulle is involved. 
Nevertheless France, Germany, Italy, The 
Netherlands, Belgium and Luxembourg did 
make some progress toward a United Europe 
last week. 

De Gaulle actually pushed for a confedera- 
tion, but The Netherlands balked at anything 
which would not be a direct step toward 
supra-national integration. The other four 
were ready to go along with De Gaulle’s plan 
as at least a step in the right direction, espe- 
cially since it has the advantage of keeping 
the door open for Britain and other non- 
members. 

Dr. Adenauer succeeded in keeping the 
question of defense out of the picture since 
he is firmly devoted to co-operation with the 
United States through NATO. He made it a 
point to visit Gen. Norstad, the NATO com- 
mander in Paris, whom De Gaulle’ has been 
ignoring rather pointedly. 


In the end, it was agreed to meet again on | 


May 19 by which time a six-nation committee 
is to have specifie recommendations ready 
for the’ chiefs of state. In a communique, 
the objectives of a single market as well as 
a political “union that will develop progres- 
sively” were reasserted. |

As long ago as 
1946 specialists at Rand (the letters 
stand for research and development) 
began studies on missiles and rockets 
~including the launching of earth 
satellites—which by 1953 led to the de- 
cision that manned aircraft would 
have to give way to intercontinental 
missiles for national defense. Other 
Rand studies convinced the Air Force 
that it should base SAC bombers main- 
ly in America, adopt the 15-minute 
warning system and, in 1955, the ‘‘fail- 
safe’ doctrine. 


These are only some of the outstand- 
ing examples of the part Rand has 
played in formulating American de- 
fense policy since the last war. This 
unique non-profit institution was cre- 
ated because of the determination of 
Gen. Arnold to preserve the scientific 
teamwork that had been such a valu- 
able asset to the Air Force during the 
war. His: main problem was where 
to lodge such an agency, Under the 
military, there would be too many re- 
strictions; under the government, too 
much red tape; under industry, prob- 
lems arising from competition; in the 
universities, too much freedom to do 
research merely for research’s sake. 

As an interim solution, the Douglas 
Aircraft Company made room for the 
new agency at its plant in Santa Mon- 
ica, and the company’s president, Don- 
ald Douglas, became its first head. 

The firm also contributed some of 
its best scientific and technical men, 
who were joined by mathematicians, 
physical scientists, economists and so-

ment was to assist the Air Force to 
make better decisfons on research and 
development. 

The association. with a single air- 
craft manufacturer created some prob- 
lems and in 1948 the Ford Foundation 
made it possible for the organization 
to withdraw from this arrangement by 
providing it with a $1,000,000 loan 
which has since been turned into an 
outright grant toward research in the 
national interest. Long ago, Rand so 
proved its value to the Air Force that 
its needs are met by annual appropria- 
tions in the military budget. At pres- 
ent these are at the rate of about $13,- 
500,000 a year. 

But the key to its remarkable 
achievements lies in the freedom with 
which it serves the Air Force on a 
basis of consultancy under a board 
of trustees; neither of the equivalent 
research units working for the Army 
or Navy enjoys its worldwide prestige. 

Today Rand has its headquarters in 
a modern California-style building, 
within a stone’s throw of the Pacific 
Ocean, where it houses a staff of 900, 
of whom about 500 are engaged in 
research; more than half of the latter 
have advanced degrees. In addition to 
the full-time staff, there are about 300 
part-time consultants, specialists in 
their fields of research. The organi- 
zation is divided into five divisions: 
engineering, mathematics, economics, 
social sciences and physics. On most 
research projects specialists from vari- 


which are kept running 24 hours a-day. 
By far the greater part of the work 
at ‘Rand is concerned with estimating 
trends in the many applied sciences 
which contribute to prospective wéap- 
ons systems, and to the tactics and 
strategies for the use of these sys: 
tems. Another important task is the 
development of research techniques 
for estimating the comparative merits 
of proposed systems, in the context 
of hypothetical tactical and strategic 
situations. Also considered to be of 
great importance is the work of Rand’s 
economists and social scientists on 
logistics, the rates of economic growth 
in the Soviet Union and Communist 
China, and all the interactions of mili- 
tary and foreign policies, 


Rand works under the guidance of 
the Air Force, though not at its direc- 
tion, 

The organization also does researc 
for the Atomic Energy Commission 
and the civilian and military space 
agencies. ; 

Much of Rand’s strength lies in th 
fact that it is a clearing house for 
ideas. Knowledge gained is fed. out 
in a stream of research papers of all 
kinds, from a single equation present: 
ing a new or modified mathematical 
concept to a 500-page dissertation on 
social science, About 50 per cent of 
such documents are secret, but many.

Adenauer, and with Mr. Khrush- 
chev 

The .real importance of face- 
to-face meetings with these men 
is’ not that it is a substitute for 
negotiation but.«that it 
facilitates quiet negotiation. The 
heads of government need to 
know what kind of man their 
ambassadors are telling them 
about. They need to see the man 
and to hear him, and not only 
to try to imagine him from 
photographs and cartoons. 


Meetings in U.S. 


But this act of getting ac- 
quainted, which is desirable for 
the new President, must reso- 
lutely be kept from becoming 
inflated into summitry. One pre- 
caution is to have it understood 
that a formal summit meeting is 
not now in prospect 

Another precaution is for the 
President to avoid travelling 
aboard at least until he has fin- 
ished with his legislative pro- 
gram, including foreign aid and 
defense.

Visit by Khrushchev. 


If this is understood, it would 
be an advantage if Mr. Khrush- 
chev could visit this country, 
let us say in April after Mr. Mac- 
millan has been here.

Mr. Khrushchev and Mr. Ken- 
nedy had better get to know 
one ‘another since they will be 
dealing with one another on 
such critical questions.

Many of the lakes in the 
western states are zoned for 
fishing as well as motor boat- 
ing.

The fishermen 
complain that this is an unfair 
ratio and demand equal water 
acreage. 

The anglers are deserting 
these ‘“‘hot-rod’’ spots, and 
stream fishing last year was so 
poor that many abandoned the 
sport. Arkansas, for instance, 
a state with many large man- 
made impoundments and thou- 
sands of miles of clear streams, 
had a license drop during the 
last fiscal year of about 33,000. 

Missouri trout waters con- 
tinue to draw huge crowds of 
anglers and each year the 
number increases. The arti- 
ficial propagation of trout sim- 
plifies the stocking of the 
trout streams. The dollar trout 
tag is reasonable and even the 
tyro is almost assured of a 
fish or two for his money and 
endeavors. But, according to 
fishery biologists, restocking 
the streams with catchable- 
size bass is prohibitive from 
a monetary standpoint. 

The same argument is valid 
for quail restocking—except 
for liberated pairs to replen- 
dish the areas where the birds 
have completely disappeared. 
A great portion of north Mis- 
souri was hit hard by snow 
and ice last winter and there 
has been more of the same 
this year to date. If the ad-

AS A MATTER OF FACT, 
Congress is less unified now 
than it was during Wilson's fi 
administration almost 50 
ago. For many years 
that time, the legislative

Under that system, each party 
had its own caucus and each 
house had separate caucuses. De 
cisions reached in caucus about 
legislative policy and program 
were binding on the entire mem 
bership of the party, that 
system has long since been aban 
doned 

Today the caucus has become 
a loose party conference. At 
tempts to bind the party mem 
bership are seldom made, and 
maybe they should not be made 
—you can get a rousing argu- 
ment on that any day around 
here—but the fact remains that 
there is in Washington increas- 
ing anxiety about the capacity of 
the present system to meet the 
problems of the time 

Few members of Congress are 
satisfied with the present sys 
tem or sanguine about major 
changes in it, for major change 
lies largely in the hands of the 
“elders of the assembly’ who 
benefit most by the present sys- 
tem. 

Also, most of the sweeping 
changes often proposed in the 
past run counter to the ‘‘deep 
parochialism of American poli- 
tics, to fixed regional interests 
in existing conventions and ar- 
rangements, and to the system 
of localized representation.’ 


THE HEART of the problem 
as many observers have pointed 
out, lies in the need of inducing 
the Congress to think nationally 
instead of locally, and this has 
never been more apparent than 
now when the new young Admin- 
istration is looking to the future 
and the Congress is living in the 
past. 

About all that can be hoped 
is that the Congress itself will 
review the situation again, al- 
most a generation after the: 1946 
act. 

As George B. Galloway, the 
senior specialist of the Legisla- 
tive Reference Service of the 
Library of Congress has written 

“Congress as a body is com- 
posed of conscientious, patriotic, 
and hard-working men and wom- 
en. . . . The chief causes of 
their difficulties include the tre- 
mendous increase in their re- 
sponsiblities that has accom- 
panied the expansion of the 
Federal Government and_ the 
widening scope of legislation, the

FIRM ALLOWED 
STOCK OPTIONS

WASHINGTON, Feb. 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission has overruled its staff 
and issued an opinion in a stock 
option case which would have 
far-reaching implications for 
consumers of electricity and nat- 
ural gas. 

The precedent-setting opinion 
permitted Middle South Utilities, 
Inc., of New York, one of the 
two holding companies involved 
in the Dixon-Yates dispute of 
1955, to set up a stock option 
plan for its executives and the 
key officers of its subsidiaries. 

In authorizing the plan, the 
SEC overrode objections of 
division of corporate regulation, 
| which said the option proposal 
would, if approved, adversely 
(affect the interests of electric 
and gas consumers and inves- 
tors in utility stocks. 

Violation Denied. 

The commission rejected the 
staff’s contention that the stock 
option plan would violate the 
Public Utility Holding Company 
Act of 1935. 

Although the SEC decision ap- 
plied only to Middle South and 
its four subsidiaries, it provided 
@ precedent for the other 17 
registered public utility holding 
companies in the country and 
their 150 subsidiaries. 

Among the registered utility | 
holding companies which could 
‘be affected is Union Electric 
: Co. of St. Louis. Union Electric, 
however, is seeking to obtain 
SEC exemption from the Public | 
Utility Holding Company Act. 

First Action Of Its Kind. 


The opinion in the Middle 
South case, written by SEC 
Chairman Edward N. Gadsby 
and announced last Wednesday, 
marked the first time the SEC 
had ever given a utility holding 
company authority to establish 
such a plan. 

In recent years, stock option 
plans have found increased favor 
in industry as a way of giving 
executives a chance for addition- 

'al compensation beyond their 
regular salaries. The plans are 
built around the 25 per cent cap-

Celler repeated his own oppo- 
sition in strong terms yesterday 
but agreed to schedule hearings 
early next month. 

The enlargement drive is led 
by Democratic Representatives 
Frank Chelf of Kentucky and 
Francis E. Walter of Pennsyl- 
vania. Their states and 14 others 
stand to lose 21 House seats in 
1962 under the decennial reap- 
portionment required by present | 
law. 

Reverts to 435 in 1962. 

The size of the House, tempo- 
rarily increased to 437 with the 
admission of Alaska and Hawaii, 
automatically reverts to 435 in 
1962. It was fixed at that level 
by a 1911 law that requires the 
reapportionment of House seats 
after each national census to 
meet the constitutional rule that 
each state’s representation must 
be based on its share of the) 
national population. 

Fast-growing states conse 
quently have been gaining seats 
every 10 years, while states with 
relatively static or declining 
populations were losing an equal 
number. 

The unusually great population 
shifts reflected in the 1960 census 
have given the current move 
ment for enlargement of the 
House a stronger base than pre- 
vious efforts because of the large 
number of states and present 
Representatives faced with losses. 

Sponsors of enlargement bills 
have conceded from the start, 
however, that they had no hope 
of getting favorable action over 
Rayburn’s opposition. The Texas 
Democrat has such 
legislation in the past on the 
ground that the House already 
was big enough. 

He has now privately let it be 
known, according to reliable 
sources, that he would not op 
pose an increase of about 20 
seats to 455. This would help 12 
of the 16 states facing losses. 
To maintain proportional repre 
sentation, it would also increase 
the gains of some states enjoying 
big population rises. 

Celler contended that i was 
“very wrong to increase the 
membership of the House in that 
fashion,” saving the seats of 
some Representatives and allow- 
ing others to be reapportioned. 

Celler’s Contention. 

He contended that the only 
‘equitable solution would be to 
add a sufficient number of seats 
to prevent any losses at all. To 
do this, the House would have 
to be enlarged to 547, Then, 
Celler asserted, “you would 
have just a formless mass of 
men.”’ 

Chelf holds that a.partial so- 
lution is better than none. He 
argues that Representatives are 
getting “further and further 
from the people’”’ because of in- 
creases in the number of their 
constituents resulting from the 
country’s population rises with- 


out any increase in the size of | 


the House. 

He points out that the popula- 
tion has doubled since the House 
membership was frozen at 435 in 
1911. Meanwhile, the Senate has 
risen from 92 to 100 members 
with the admission of four new 
states. 

If the House were increased to 
455, New York and Pennsylvania 
would lose one seat instead of 
three. Massachusetts and Ark- 
ansas each would lose one in- 
stead of two. 

Eight other states due to lose 
one seat under present law would 
not lose any. They are Illinois, 
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Kansas, Kentucky, Michigan, 
Mississippi, Missouri, Nebraska 
and North Carolina. 

California would gain 10 seats 
instead of eight, Florida five in- 
stead of four, Indiana one in- 
stead of none, and Michigan, 
Ohio and Texas two each in- 
stead of one. 

Alabama, Iowa; Maine and 
West Virginia, each slated to 
lose one seat, would not be 
helped.

THE SAFETY FINESSE is a 
play that is forced upon declar- 
er by the special circumstances , 
that he faces. Declarer takes a 
finesse which he ordinarly would 
not take in order to insure the 
contract. 

Here is a hand to illustrate 
the point. West leads the queen 
of hearts, on which East plays 
the six. South ducks as a matter 
of expediency because he wants 
to prevent East’s king from be- 
coming an entry card. By refus- 
ing the trick, South breaks a 
line of communication between 
the defenders which they would 
otherwise have had. 

West leads another heart and 
declarer takes the ace. It is ob- 
vious that trumps have to be 
tackled and South therefore 
plays a low spade to the king 
and a low spade back. East fol- 
lows with the nine and the ques- 
tion is whether or not South 
should finesse. 

Ordinarily, when declarer is 
missing four to the queen of a 
suit, he plays to drop the queen 
rather than finesse against it. 
This is a simple mathematical 
proposition. Cashing the A-K 
will be more, successful in the 
long run than relying on a fi- 
nesse. 

However, this generality is 
not one that is followed blindly. 
In this case, for example, the 
finesse is mandatory. The prob- 
lem is not so much to guess the 
location of the missing queen as 
it is to find a sure way to make 
the hand. 

The finesse guarantees the 
contract. Suppose South finesses 
the jack and loses to the queen. 
There is then no combination of 
cards the opponents can have 
which will defeat the contract. 
With West on lead the king of 
diamonds can not be successful- 
ly attacked and South is assured 
of at least 10 tricks. 

If declarer in this hand follows 
the rule of playing to drop the 
doubleton queen, he goes down.

NEXT TO PICKING fresh 
vegetables on a dewy June morn- 
ing, our greatest gardening joy 
comes during the planning stage. 
The best time for this is on a 
February afternoon, when wind 
whips the bare branches of the 
sugar maples and snow drifts 
deep across the fields. Inside 
the house, flames dance in the 
fireplace— and outside on the 
window sills, we hear the cheery 
gong of chickadee, white-crown 
and white-throat as they flock to 
the well-filled feeders. 

Spread about the living room 
as we start our seed list are a 
half-dozen brightly illustrated 
catalogues. And after 15 years 
of cultivating the same half-acre 
to vegetables, each row is etched 
sharp in our mind’s eye.

But 
not quite finally, for we have 
forgotten the limas which in- 
clude a half-dozen bush varie- 
ties and an equal number that 
climb.

So it goes, from beginning to 
end of the catalogue. Ten kinds 
of beets and a dozen of cab- 
bage; and a choice of more car-

| cole slaw than you can eat at 


one sitting. 

Asparagus and rhubarb are 
perennials, long-lived once they 
are started and needing main- 
ly an annual application of rot- 
ted manure to keep them going. 
Peas, radishes, spinach and 
beets go in early—the earlier 
the better, since they all like 
moisture and cool weather. 


Squash is one of the last on 
our list and here we are apt to 
go slightly haywire with a pack- 
age each of Golden Summer 
Crookneck, White’ Patty Pan, 
Zucchini, Gocozelle, Butternut, 
Acorn and Table Queen. 

Add to all these an ounce of 
purple-top turnip seed for greens 
and turnips—and remember that 
too many succession plantings 
will just catch up with each 
other—and the vegetable order 
is ready to mail.

Foods High in Protein 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: Do you have a list of different 

foods that ere high in protein? I am supposed to eat them. 
M.-F. 
Lean meat, fish, poultry, cheese, milk and eggs 
are the principal ones. Cereals, including bread, navy 
and other kinds of beans, and nuts also have fair 
amounts; but in general protein comes from animal 
sources. Fruits and vegetables as a rule don’t have 
a great deal of protein. Gelatin, being an animal 
product, contains quantities of some kinds of protein. 
Sugar and fat are NOT protein. With this list as a 

guide, I am sure you will do all right.

Advice on soloing Problems

TENTH OF A SERIES 

NOW LET’S TALK about solv- 
ing problems. 

Your mind its e wonderful 
thing. It 
surprising complexity, if you 
feed it the necessary facts and 
ideas and give it the chance to 
operate at its top efficiency. 

So few persons do. They are 
satisfied with half measures, or, 
if dissatisfied, do not know how 
to do better. Mental laziness is a 
pitfall to some students. They 
memorize a single process for 
solving a problem and try 


to 
apply it to all problems 
Such students don't get the 


exact knowledge which is the 
foundation for any real learning 
They have not been taught to 
care. 

The time usually comes when 
they do care—and when they 
painfull regret the wasted years. 


To be a good student you 
must develop the habit of giv- 
ing complete attention to the 
task. Your thinking must be 
precise, persistent. You must 
know exactly what is meant 
and not be satisfied with 
partial or approximate ideas. 


You must completely under. 
stand principles. It is not suf- 
ficient to know just enough to 
get the homework done. 

Many students in our class in 
algebra have said that the pro- 
cess of solving a problem is 
clear enough when it is demon- 
strated in the classroom. But, 
just a few hours later at home, 
the same sort of problem is not 
simple but baffling. Why? 

The answer is that they under- 


_ stand the solution of the specific 
problem, but they do not grasp 


the principles involved. They 
have failed to exert the enengy 
to think the problem through in 
words, 

Since we are going to use this 
word “principle” often in the 
next dozen or so paragraphs, 
let's pause briefly and think 
about what a principle is. 

If you know what two plus two 
is, you know the answer to a spe- 
cific problem. If that is the only 
addition problem you can answer 
however, you haven’t grasped the 
principle of addition. If you know 
how to solve not only two plus 
two but also four plus four and 
and six plus seven, and anything 
plus anything, you know the 
principle of addition. While 
there is something different 
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about all these problems of addi 
tion, there is something funda- 
mentally alike in the way the 
answer of each is obtained. When 


you find that, you know th 
ciple 

Let’s keep in mind something 
mentioned once before: The de- 
vice of talking things out by your- 
self. The device is vital in the 
solving of problems. 

Mary told us she understood 
how to do long division in class 
but forgot before reaching home 
We started to explain long divi- 
sion again. Mary 
notebook and started copying the 
simple problem 

‘Put the notebook aside,”” we 
told her, ‘‘and think in words in- 
stead. Think of the explanations 
as general directions which you 
can apply to any problem in long 
division, not just this problem.”’ 

Step by step we explained the 
principles of long division. She 
understood each step in words. 
She went home, worked problems 
involving different numbers but 
the same principles—and worked 
them correctly.
